FALLACIES OF BERTILLON. 
At the conclusion ot this testimony 


the witness gave a demonstration of 
the fallacy of the Beitillon system. 


Professor Augusta Molinier, of the 


School of Ancient Manuscripts, gave 
similar evidence. He said that each 
fresh examination of the bordereau 
only served to further convince him 
that it was the work of Esterhazy. 


Amid deep attention the witness 


demonstrated how the conclusions of 
the experts who attributed the bor- 
dereau to Dreyfus weie mutually de- 
structive, and dwelt on the defects 
of M. Bertillon's arguments, point- 
ing out the striking resemblance of 
the alleged doctoied handwriting 
with Esterhazy's wiiting, who, he 
added, in everybody's opinion, had 
relations with Colonel Schwartzkop- 
pen, 
the former German military at- 


tache at Paris, and the dissimilari- 
ties between the writing of the bor- 
dereau and that of the prisoner.

EXPECTS CURRENCY LAW.

Chicago, Aug. 30.— Prospects of 


damage by frost to belated crops HS 
indicated by temperatures of 30 and 
40 in the extreme northwest gave a 
rather firm tone to the opening in 
the wheat market today.

That it pays to 
purchase a good one is proved by the 
constant everyday xise of a brush that 
ten years ago cost 53 and to all appear- 
ances is as Rood, so fur as service is 
concerned, as ever. It has been taken 
care of, always rinseil ami well dried 
With a towel after using and placed 
In a window to finish (Iryiug out. It is 
not left standing upou its bristles, but 
lyiug on its buck. 


Once a day is not too often to take a 


bath, nor is once a duj too often to 
change clothing worn directly next the 
skin. Especially iu summer should the 
nightrobe be a fresh one at least twice 
a week—no starch or use of Irons 
about it, but simply made, loose, loug 
and large and of tiie thinnest, coolest 
of muslins. With such care of the 
body, refreshing night sleep, an after-

H*w t* Tell P«re W*«l, Silk •»« 


Llaen From the Ari«lt«HUed. 


Expert bu\ ers use acids to determine 


the presence and amount of cotton in 
a go called wool fabric. It is necessary 
to use sulphuric add, and this Is ex- 
treiaely dangerous to handle In the 
pure state. Kveu In the diluted form 
great cure must be taken not to allow 
a drop of it to lunch anything but the 
fabric to be tested, as it will burn and 
discolor. 
To avoid trouble let the 


chemist ina'..e a 50 per cent solution. 
Ten cents' worth is enough for several 
tests. 


A sample one or two inches square Is 


sufficient for experiment. Place this 
iu a glazed earthenware or porcelain 
lined dish. Tut in enough of the solu- 
tion to cover the cloth well. Then over 
a slow tire steep until change Is noted 
in the siuupje. Allow the solution to 
cool before removing the bit of goods. 


Compare the sample tested with the 


original cloth. If the former looks like 
a Meu«. it indicates that part of the 
warp yarns are cotton; if the fabric 
has fallen apart, they are all cotton, 
\\ hile If only a little sediment remains 
the fabric is piactically pure cotton. 
If unchanged after drying in a dark, 
cool place, the stuff is all wool. The 
acid solution dissolves the cotton In the 
fabric, and its only action on wool Is to 
turn it a dirty red color. 


The quality of silk fabrics Is tested 


iu a similar manner, but a different 
acid is used, and it is not necessary to 
boil it. 
Kive cents' worth will be 


enough for mauy tests, Uemove a few 
of the warp yarns from the sample 
and dip them in the solution one at a 
time. 


If they are silk, they will turn yel- 


low; 
If of cotton or other vegetable 


fibers, they will suffer no change. 
Itepetit the process with the weft 
yarns. It simplifies matters to know 
that when cotton is used to adulterate 
silk fabrics it Is always found in the 
warp. 


The presence of cotton Is so easily 


detected in thin linen fabrics that it 
seems surprising so few women know 
the test. 
Take a handkerchief you 


know to be pure linen, moisten the lin- 
ger slightly and touch it lightly ou one 
side of the fabric. It will absorb the 
moisture, and a wet spot will appear 
upon the opposite side. Repent the 
same test upon a handkerchief you 
know to be all cotton or upon an equal- 
ly thin piece of cotton cloth. Unless 
the finger be pressed firmly against 
the cotton the opposite side will re- 
main dry. 


The above test is useless in determin- 


ing the amount of cotton In a linen 
fabric. For this purpose caustic soda 
or caustic potash, a 5 per cent solutioi 
is sufficient. 
Purchase 5 or 10 cents' 


worth aud dissolve a heaping teaspoon- 
ful In about a quartet- cupful of water. 


Uemove several of the warp yarns 


and Immerse them in the liquid for 13 
minutes. If the yarn be softened so 
that it pulls apart easily, it is pure 
linen; if it be as strong as before im- 
mersion, It is conclusive eudence that 
It is cotton. The solution causes cotton 
yarn to contract and gives it additional 
strength. 


HARNESSING A HORSE. 


How to A4J«>t the Vt-rlou Parts. 


Abolish Bll»*>n. 


It is strange, but is nevertheless 


true, sa>s a writer in Our Animal 
Friends, that almost every one who 
Las had auy experience, however 
slight, iu harnessing a horse believes 
that he understands thoroughly how 
to do it. A \ ery Dimple rule for fitting 
the bridle Is that the bit should touch 
the cornets of the horse's lips wlthcnt 
dragging UIKIU them, but too frequent- 
ly this Is disregarded, and the home 
suffers 11 deal of misery from that er- 
ror alone. 


Again, and sometimes in conjunction 


with the mihtuke we have just ini'u- 
tloued, the brow baud is so short that 
it draws the metal rings of the rosettes 
against the roots of the horse's ears, 
where their pressure causes acute 
j>alti. 
All metal ornaments of 
auy 


weight at the top of the crown piece, 
behind and between the ears should be 
reimned because of their pressure up- 
011 the base of the brain. 


If blinders are used, care should t«e 


taken that they island well out frotu 
the horse's cjes; otherwise, by press- 
ing upon the eyeballs, they cause iu- 
teuse imin and also obscure the range 
of vision. 
In all cases, unless the 


horse is so accustomed to blinders that 
it Is absolutely unsafe to drive him 
without, they should be dispensed 
with, for they add nothing to a horsed 
appearance, and he is much more com- 
fortable v. ithotit them. In fact, colts 
Should be trained to drive with an 
opeu bridle, nnd It were well if laws 
were enacted to that effect.

How to Make Granite Holity. 


Mis together the juice of three 


ornugos, the grated rlud of one, a small 
cupful of sugar, a tablespoonful of but- 
ter and the beaten yolks of two eggs. 
Cook over a slow fire, stirring con- 
stantly, until about as thick as honey, 
fcnc cold. This is excellent with all 
kinds of warm bread and grlddlecakes. 


Row to Cook Dried Haddock. 


One ripe red tomato, half a dried 


haddock, one ounce of genuine butter 
and sufficient rice to border a small 
dish. Boll the rice in water and dry, 
but do not harden the grains. Put the 
tomato and butter into an enameled 
saucepan and cook over a gentle heat 
until the tomato is done. Scald and 
flake the haddock, carefully remove 
every bone and piece of skin, add the 
fish to the butter aud tomato, stir in 
a beaten egg aud let the mixture cook 
gently until the egg Is Just set. Then 
pour the whole on a dish bordered with 
rice and serve at once. 


How to Make Tomato Mayonnalie. 
Select medium sized, perfectly ripe, 


smooth tomatoes and peel them with 
a very sharp, thin bladed knife. l»o 
uot scald them to remove the skins 
easily, as scalding destroys the fla\or 
and texture. 
After peeling lay them 


in a salad bowl aud stand them in tin- 
refrigerator. 
In the meantime make 


a good stiff mayonnaise. When read} 
to serve the tomatoes, cut deep gashes 
across them, dividing them in quar 
ters, nearly to the stem and side, but 
not quite severing them. Season them 
with salt, sprinkle thorn well with 
capers, pour on a little tarragon vine- 
gar, dress them round with a deep 
fringe of water cress, pour the ma.,ou- 
nai.se over them and serve.

How to Stnff Ijfg of Mntton. 


Select the meat aud have it boned by 


the butcher, with the request that the 
bone be sent to you with the meat, be- 
cause it will make an addition to the 
stock pot. Fill the cavity with an or- 
dinary bread slutting, with a few fine- 
ly chopped mushrooms mixed with it, 
and sew the meat into compact shape. 
Cook upon the rack In a dripping pan 
for an hour and a half and sent- with 
a brown sauce made from the gravy 
in the pan aud mixed with chopped 
mushrooms. 


How to Treat Canned Good*. 


When ready to use, open the can two 


covered for that time. This will often 
dissipate the close, "tinny" taste so 
often noticed in canned goods. In using 
peas, asparagus or any canned vege- 
table, drain and tin w away all the 
lUinor. Cover the vegetable with cold 
water and let stand for at least half an 
hour. Drain and heat over hot water, 
adding a bit of butter and seasoning to 
taste. Always empty cans as soon as 
opened. The majority of the cases of 
poisouiug from canned goods occur 
through neglect of this precaution.

RELEASES 
RILEY 


FROM ALL RESPONSIBILITY IN 


A CUTTING SCRAPE. 


Sings a Statement in Which He Ac- 


cepts All the Blame for 


His Injury. 


Robert E. Riley, the Baltimoie and 


Ohio engineer who stabbed Otis Pon- 
tius last Saturday night, will not be 
prosecuted. Riley was arraigned be- 
fore Mayor Scherer this morning and 
told Ins stoiy, which was to the ef- 
fect that he tried to avoid Pontius, 
who followed him from Gilbert's sa- 
loon and struck him while he was sit- 
ting in a chair in front of the Monroe 
house. He had an open knife in his 
hand when Pontius struck him and 
in trying to ward off the blows and 
keep Pontius away he cut him. Dr. 
Miller, \vho is attending Pontius at 
the hospital, was in police court and 
on behalf of Pontius asked that Riley 
be released, fie said that Pontius 
acknowledged that he was in the 
wrong and would not prosecute Riley. 
Mayor Scherer and Prosecuting At- 
torney Doughman did not care to ac- 
cept the responsibility of releasing 
Riley until Pontius was out of dan- 
ger unless he (Pontius) made a 
sworn statement that Riley was not 
to blame. 
Attorney R. B. Hanna. 


who represented Riley, went to the 
hospital and Pontius signed a sworn 
statement exonerating 
Riey from 


all blame. He acknowledged being 
the aggressor and stated that he 
would have done just what Riley was 
forced to do in self-defense. 
This 


sworn statement was turned over to 
the authorities and Riley is now a 
free man.

pleted its labors nnd submitted its 
report to Secretary Root today. 


This code is drafted with a view of 


engrafting the laws of the United 
States upon the old Spanish Inws in 
force in the island at the time of the 
cession. 


The commission will cease to exist 


tomorrow. The commission hns con- 
fined itself almost exclusively to the 
preparation of n code for Porto Rico. 


While the United States maintains 


military control of the Island this 
code could be promulgated as the law 
of the island by order of the presi- 


It is expected, however, that the 


whole matter will be submitted to 
congress. 


The code abrogates all Spanish law 


decrees nnd nil systems of procedure. 
It puts in Its place the provisions 
of the code modified after the law of 
the United States. It makes nppli- 
cnble to Porto Rico certain statutes 
of the United States so that no loop- 
hole is left. It provides n quasi civil 
government similar to that under 
which New Mexico wns governed 
before the territorial government 
was Instituted. An American court 
system Is provided; a supreme court, 
district court, probate court, justices 
of the peace nnd police courts in the 
cities. 


Also a federal court to have exclu-

At this juncture General 
Roget 


asked leave to speak, and, stationing 
himself beside the witness, he said 
he must strongly protest against M. 
Picot's evidence regarding the mili- 
tary attncliee's surprise that French 
officers did not believe their foreign 
colleagues. 


"What does the witness 
think," 


continued General Roget, "of the for- 
eign officer who, having caused the 
publication in the Figaro of an em- 
phatic denial of a statement of Gen- 
eral Mercier, was afterwards obliged 
to acknowledge the authorship of a 
document, the paternity of which 
at first denied?"

Deadly Drug—He Had Dis- 


cussed Suicide. 


The death of Harvey S. Banks, the 
oung man whose lifeless form was 


found in his bed at his home on West 
Washington street Tuesday morning;, 


rns due to hydro-cyanic acid, one of 
the most deadly poisons known to 
medical science. 
This was estnb- 


ished by Dr. Drayer's analysis of the 
contents of the young man's stom- 
ach, which was completed this niorn- 
ng-. In addition to this Deputy Cor- 
oner Barnett found upon a table in 
:he young man's room n half-ounce 
phial containing a quantity of the 
poison. The bottle had been labeled 


;Poison—Hydro-cyanic 
acid," 
bu' 


there is nothing on the bottle to indi- 
cate where it was purchased. 


There would now appear to be bui 


little doubt that the young man de 
liberately intended to end .his owu 
life, though the idea is also advanced 
that the death may have been the re 
suit of an accident while experiment 
ing with the deadly drug. The young 
man was of bright intellect and o 


studious nature, and it may be tha 


in pursuing his investigations of tli 
action of the drug upon the human 
system he swallowed a dose thn 
proved fatal. Hydro-cy.inic, or Prus 
sic acid, is regarded as one of th 
most deadly of poisons, and it is no 
in general use. An infinitcsimally 
small quantity has been known t 
produce almost instant death. 


Dr. Drayer's analysis wns mos 


thorough, and he found the poison 
in every test. The stomach was im 
pregnated with the drug and showe 
marked necrotic conditions, nnd th 
surrounding organs also indicated it 
presence. 
Even in the kidneys th 


odor of the poison was plainly evi 
dent. In a comparative analysis Di 
Drayer corroborated his 
finding 


by a test of the fluid remaining i 
the bottle found in the young man' 
room. The report on Tuesday thn 
the physicians suspected the pres 
ence of pgison in the case produced 
profound shock r.mong those wh 
knew the young man most 
inti 


mately. 
He was universally es 


teemed, possessed a very bright in 
tellect, a cheerful disposition, nn 
seemed to have a most promising fu 
ture. ..Those who knew him bes 
were most loth to accept the theor 
that death hnd been caused by po: 
son. Banks was graduated from tli 
Fort Wnyne High school in the clfls 
of 189G with high honors, nnd v/a 
the valedictorian of his class nt tli 
time. There is no known reason fo 
him taking his own life unless 
cause be found in the diseased cond 
tions which resulted from his Ion 
illness from typhoid fever during hi 
military service. 


It is learned thnt Banks had occa 


sionally discussed the matter of su 
cide with friends when some locn 
case brought the topic forward. A 
torney M. H. Bohen, former justic 
of the pence, who was associated wit 
him in the office of Hon. T. E. Ell 
son, was talking with him recent! 
and argued thnt he believed a pi 
son must be insane to commit si 
cide. 
Young Banks took the oppo 


site view, and said he regarded 
merely a matter of deliberate detci 
minntioii. It is learned thnt tli 
young- man recently borrowed a cop 
of a work on medical jurisprudenc 
and has been perusing it. Mr. Elli- 
son stated to Dr. Drayer that no re- 
cent legal case in his practice would 
require the examination of such a 
work. 


The coroner is continuing his in- 


vestigation of the case, and will re- 
turn a finding as soon as this is com- 
pleted.

BARON ALBERT GRANT DIES IN 


LONDON. 


Promoted the Notorious Emma Silver 


Mine Swindle—Title Given 


Him by Humbert. 


London, Aug. 30.—Baron Albert 


Grant, the company promoter, is 
dead. 


His title was given him by King 


Humbert in 1868, for services in con- 
nection with the Victor Manuel gal- 
lery at Maine. 


Grant wns best known in connec- 


tion with the Emma 
Silver mine 


scandal. The capital was fixed at a 
million shares of £20 sterling. Three 
members of parliament were on the 
board of directors, and R. C. Schenck, 
the United States minister to Great 
Britain, was also a director. 
This 


was considered a masterpiece, as Mr. 
Schenck's name inspired great con- 
fidence. The prospectus showed thnt 
a dividend of 80 per cent, was possi- 
ble. 
Two Americans, Park and 


Stewart, we« the vendors of tha 
mine, which turned out to be worth- 
less. 


Only a shilling- per share was saved 


from the wreck and it afterwards de- 
veloped that Park and.Stewart paid 
Grant £100,000 promoting money, 
and the others losing. 


Mr. Schenck is also said to have're- 


ceived £10,000 from Park to buy 
shares and become a director. A re- 
port on the mine purporting- to come 
from Professor Gillman, of Yale, wns 
pronounced a forgery. 
Before the 


actions against Grant and the direc- 
tors, Park and Stewart, were decided. 
Grant failed and the trustee appoint- 
ed by the court decamped with the 
proceeds of Grant's estate. 


During the days of his prosperity 


Grant presented Leicester square to 
London, nt n cost of £30,000, nnd 
built a magnificent Italian marble 
palace at a cost of £1,000,000.

In u glazed eu ft hen ware or porcelain 
lined dish.

It Is strange, but Is nevertheless 


true, says a writer in Our Animal 
Frit-lids, that almost every onu who

slight, iu harnessing a horse believes 
that he millerstiiuds thoroughly how 
tu do it. A very simple rule for fitting 
the bridle U that the hit should touch 
the corners ul1 the horse's lips without 
tlraggin;; upon them, but too frequent- 
ly this is ills regarded, and the horeo 
suffers u deal oC misery from that er- 
ror alone. 


A^uiti, and sometimes lu conjunction 


with the mistake we have just men- 
tioned, the brow hand Is so short that 
It draws the metal rings of the rosettes 
against the roots of the horse's cars, 
whore their pressure causes acute 
pain. 
All mi'tal ornaments of any 


weight at tha ton of the crown piece, 
behind and between the ears should be 
removed because of their pressure up* 
on the base of the bruin. 


U' blinders are used, care should be 


taken that they stnud -well out from 
the horse's eyes; otherwise, by press- 
ing upon the eyeballs, they cause in- 
tense piiln and also obscure the range 
of vision. 
In all cases, unless the 


horse is so accustomed to blinders that 
It is absolutely unsafe to drive him 
without, ihey shmild be dispensed 
with, for they add nothing to a horse's 
appearance, and he Is much more com- 
for'able without them. In fact, colts 
should be trained to drive with an 
open bridle, and it were well It laws 
were enacted to that effect.
